== 16 Neitherland: Fleet upon the 1,2, 3, 
4,& 5, of Junelucceſſively , with ſe 
yeral winds 6 calmes beeing gotten 
to Sea out of the Tex/e!l: And through 
contrary winds or calmes not beeing 
able before the $.to ſeri courſe accord- 
ing to order given to approach the 
7 Enzlich Coaſt; were withlayling,ſtop=- 

Sd <£> ping oftides,&driveing, on the 1 1.fol- 
lowing in the morneing, advanced unto about ſeven or cight 
Leagues Eaſt South Eaſt from the Northforelarnd, beeing the point 
of England; which ſtretcheth out between the Channel & River 
of London: where the ſaid Neitherlands Fleet, through contrary 


wind & ſtream , were necefitated to Anker,

The Exg/ich | who with their Fleet ſome dayes before were 
knkeredin the Do:vns ,*] on the foreſaid 11 June 1656. [probably 
upon intelligence of the approach of the Netherlands Flcete,] 
put to Sea from thence with their Fleete , about noone apro- 
ached neere the Neither/ands Fleet , which Nezitherlands Fleet 
beeing then all together were eighty three Ships ſtrong, namely 


Fregats men of watre, beſides adyiſe Boates , Fireships & other 


ſmall Veſſels; but by accident even before the beginning of the 
work, & but one hour before the Battel began, one of the 
Capital Ships of the Neitherlands Fleet , commanded by (oloxell 
Gent, through tamping of the Sea, loit firſt his Bowſprit & af- 
terwards his t orcmaſtintheſight ofthe cnemy , & becing unſer= 
viceableby order of Gen.de Rypter as Admiral & chief Commander 
of tic Flcet aforeſaid was ſent up toHollanathe aforeſaid Coll. Gent, 
becing beſore 2on over aboard the Ship of Cap. Godskens. 

The Evzlish Fleet as they then were told by the Neztherlanders 
were about cighty ſayle ſtrong, it was judged onea clock in the af- 
tcraoone when each began to fire at the other, the Ne#ther/anders 
Ships havcing before eutt their cables, becauſe it was impoſlible 
through the hollow Sea & shortnes of time in any wyſe to gett 
their Ankors onboard. Both the Fleets therewith beeing under 
ſaile ſtood together oyer tothe Southward the wind beeing W, 


S. W. by which meancs the Eſquadcon ofthe L, Admirals Tremp, 


& van Meppelen, to whom particularly was aſſigned the Reare- 
guard / haveing lycn at an Anker to the Southweſtward ) be- 
came the Vanguard. And he the ſaid L. Admirall Tramp shewed 
himſclfe valiant &refolute inthe foremoſt & heavieſt of the fights 
& hee was allo manſully feconded by his Vice- & Rearec Admirals , 
& other Officers, Whereupon.immediatcly according to order 


the Eſquadron of Generalde Ruyter & L. Admiral wan Nes, fell in 


with the enemy & with their chiet Officers & Captaines ſignally 
Quitted themiclyes. Preſently aftcr about 3.0r 4.a clock aftcr- 
noon an Exg/,Fregat of the Blew E/quaaron carryng by gheſle 50. 
Guns,fo ſoon as he was paſt the Gen. deRayters ſide having recieved 


irom him the laſt ſalute ſypkaliuls a ſtern of bigs | The 
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The Efquadron of the L. Admiralls Cornelius Ewtriſon and Tjerck Did- 

des de Vries, could notat the firſt get up tothe enemy, forthatthey 
were ſo farre to windward of them, whereby it was very fiercely 
fought on both ſides, each Fleet keeping the ſame courſe till about 
5.of theclock in the aftrernoone, when the Exgl/ish having tacked 
made North Weſtward , and were the moſt parr of them forced to 
bcare up before the wind, asis judged to avoid the Flemmirh Banks , 
& then the Eſquadron of the <Admiralls Cornelius Everiſon and Tjerck 
Hiddes de Vries ,camealſo into a fierce combat whith the enemy, who ; 
likewiſe with their whole E'quadron praiſe- worthyly and courage- 
ously quitted themſelyes, Andin the winding off of the En9lish Fleet 
ſome of their leeward-moſt Ships were cut off, which were then pre= 
ſently bearded 6G: cach by one Neitherlands Ship overcome and accor- 
dingly brought up in Ho//and, The one named Swifi/ure, mounted 
with 70, Guns, moſt of them brifſe & commanded by Sr William 
Barckley,Vice- Admiral of the white Efjuadron, who (courageously de- 
fenwing himſelte againſt his overcomer, namely Henry Adrian/on, come 
manding the Ship Hern, mounted with 75 Guns) was in perſon ſlaine. 
The other named the /evenOakerzwith abouth 60Guns, was overcome 
by Capt. YVand:r Saen, commanding a Freggat of 52. Goteling.. And 
the third named the Loyal Georee, with 44. Guns by Capt. Facob Andreas 
Swart, commanding the Ship Deventer, mounted with 66, Guus, all 
three Captaines belonging to the Admiralty of Am/erdlam. On the 
other hand in the firit Attzaque two Neztherl/ands Ships the one named 
Duivenvoord,carrying 64.Guns, of which was Capt.the Young Heroe 
Otto vanTresloyg, &the other named the Court of Zeeland, carrying 58. 
Guns, of which was Capt. Simon Block, both fell on fire as is judged 
by burneing tamkins shot out of their owne or other Neitherlands 
Ships, by the fkece of the wind dryven back into the foreſaid 
Ships. In the aboycſaid Ship of Cap. Otto ran Treslong, were the Trince 
of Monaco, & the Earle of Gui/e, beeing carried on by acouragious zeal, 
who both of them happily & in utmoſt perill were firſt fayed inthe 
Ship Small Holland upon whichis Commander Caps. Evertvan Gelder , 
Brotherin the law to Gen. de Ruyter; alter came over into the Ship of 
the forelaid Gen, ge Ruyter, A 3 . In 
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In the foreſaid Attaque was the Ship of L. Adm. Tremp found to 


bee ſo damaged in his Maſts , that by miſchance another Netherlands 
Ship comting onboard him loſt all his Maſts; allo the Shipot Rearc 
Admirall van Nes about the ſame time had his Foremaſt shot by the 
board , ſo that both were neceſlitated as to their perſons to goe over 
into other Ships, where they againe let fly their reſpeRive Flaggs, & 
as before with great valiantnes continued to doe their cndeayour as 
formerly, &theforeſaid maſtles Ships preſently according to orders 
given wereſent up &towed out of the Fleet tor Holland, The Envlish 
as above having turned & paſling by the Neztherlazds Fleet, their Ad< 
mirall & beſide him ſome other Ships of his Fleet came to an Anker, 
but shortly after ſceing that General de Ruyter with his Fleet under 
him had alſo turned & was comeing uppon him, they chopped their 
Cables & there fell betwixt them a very hard & heavy long-dureing 
fight; in which through Gods grace none of the Neztherlands Ships 
milcarryed. But betwixt ſeven & cight of the clock inthe eyening 
one more of the capitall Eng/ish Ships of the Blew Eſquadron, care 
rying by eſtimation betwixt 60. or 70. Guns, beeing paſt by the Ship 
of the Generall de Ruyter about a Mausket shot , went to the ground z 
Both which Ex?lish Ships ſunk cloſe by & even amongt the Net 
therlands Flect, lo as the ſame was perteQtly ſeene by very niany Of- 
ficers, Private Seamen & Souldiers, becing donne before their eyes & 
remarqued by them; butit cannot certainly bee attirmed whether any 


other English Ships might be ſunke or deſtroyd that day: But towards 


evening the Reare Adm. of the White becing a capitall Ship of war 
& made vety unferyiceable by Ger. de Ruyters & others$shot, there was 
commanded upon him one of the Fireships of the Ger. de Ruyters Ef- 
quadron, which being gotten onþoard him & preſently ſet on fire, the 
ſaid Fireship was forth with ſunke; whereuppon Q ſecond Fireship 
.Out of the Zeelands Elquadron did likewiſe come onboard the ſaid 
R., Adm, and fer him on fire but the ſaid R. Adm. cleared himſeltc & 
cach time found meanes to put out the fire in his Ship. A third Nezther« 
landsFireship under the favour of the Guns of the L. Adm. Corneliz4E- 


ver;ſou cndcavouringto lay the ſaid R. Adm, onboard was before hee

was faſt, shott to ground and ſunk, ſo that according to the az 
grecing witneſs of all the Neztherlands Officers which were there a. 
bouts, the often mentioned Reare Admirall of the White, withaſpe- 
ciall conſtancy, as an honorable Souldier hath quitted himſcife: And 
. itis the more to be admired becauſe that [according to the witnes of 
ſome Eng/ishPrifoners who leaped out of his ship into the ſea, & were . 
ſaved by the Netherlands Ships at what time the forefaid two firſt Fi: 
reships came onboard him] becing on fire, three hundred of his 
Seamen, accounting the matter deſperate (and to decline the fire) 
leaped over board, and choſe the water, Out of the foreſaid Reare 
Admirall in the evening late an unhappy $Shott was made which 
tooke out of the world the valiant L. Adm. Cornelius Everiſon, whoſe 
good condudt and courage in many foregocing occaſions, asalfo in 
this was experimented ; and thereuppon for that time was the fight 
parted by the Night, foe that through the darknesin the ſmook and 
damp, it could not beemarked whether the foreſaid Reare Adm. 
might beſunk or have cleared and ſaved himlſelfe, 

The Night becing paſt the Exg/75/ Fleete on the 1 2Tune 1666 with 
breake of Day was to windward above the Ne#therlands Fleete about a 
league & halfe; the wind then becing Weſt South Weſt, at which 
time both the Fleetes againe laid one towards the other, to wit, the 
Neitherlands Fleet Northweſt and the Exg/ish South over : Sofoone 
as the two Fleetes, were approached nigh cach other, the Nezther- 
lands Fleete did alſo ly towards the South to ſtand the ſame courſe 
with the enemy. But the Exg/ish ſetting aſide the advantage of the 
wind bore up uppon the Neztherlands Fleet and accordingly did run 
before the wind among(t their enemies, the Ne#ther/anders keeping 
their courſe and bideing uppon a wind , running over againſt them , 
ſoc that both Fleets did in this manner paſſe with a heavy and $harp 
fight, without loſeing any one fingle Ship of the Ne/therlangers. 

Nor can any of the Nez#ther/ands Officers as yet give teſtimony to 
the Deputies and Tlenipotentiaries , of the States Generall, that ofa cer- 
teynty any of the Exg/isb Ships were taken or deliroid in the ſaid ren- 
contre, The Elcets being paſt cach other iathis manner & on both 
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fides many Ships in their ſtanding & running rigging much dama? 
ged by sho1t, cach with ſpliceing, wallknotting and otherwiſe ag ine 
ſought to make fitt, & there uppon it beceing fala quite Gill, buth 
Fleets lay and drove in a calme. till about 11, of rhe clock before 
noone: When the gale increaſing both Flcers laid towards cach 
other (the Neztherlanders then beeing to Windward.) and againe fell 
into a very furious fight. The Gexerallde Ruyter being advanced about 
halfe way in the Ex2/ich Fleete, heard in the midit of the ſame very fus 
riousshootcing, and from thence preſumeing that ſome Ships of the 
Flecte under him muſt bee in a ſtreight & rorally ſurrounded by the 
enemy refolyed with his Elquadron under him tofallin; And hee 
preſently bearing up ran in amongſt the enemy, who uppon his 
comeing makeing {ome roome, hee ſaw and found that the L. Ad- 
mirall Tromp , then in perſon becing inand letting fly kisflagg uppon 
the Ship of Jacob Cornelis Swart, had with a ſouldiers heart broken in 


there, and together with Vice - Admirall van der Fulſt, Captain Pe- 


ter Salomonſon, De Faen, and van Amfitell, lay very much diſca- 
abled ſurrounded by the cnemy: All which without the aforeſayd 


ſuccor were in great danger to bee burned or ſunk, as indeed the fore= 


mentioned Ship of Peter Salomorſon was at the comeing of the fore. 
faid ſuccour already on fyre and tiicrebyr',caloſt. The atoreſayd 
Captayn and a good part of his ſcamcn were in utmoſt perilland juſt 
intheir Extremity ſaved by the Neztherlanders ; But it picaſed God 
that hee (becing goneover upon the Ship of Captayn Schey, and there 
according to his power docing wotthily,) dyed during the battellin 
the bed of honour. 

Theaforcſaid Ship of Capt. Swart, & of the aſorenamed three other 
Captains, were, dureing thetime of the laid ſurrounding madeſo 
uuſeryiceable, that the L. Admiral Tremp was neceſſitated again to 
goc over upon another Ship; And the aforcnamed Ships of Vice- 
Admirall wan der Hulff, & the forelaid (apt. de Haen, Swart & van 
Amſt:1, as being wholly -unuſefull, muſt bee ſent up to the firſt & 
fittingeſt heavens. | In the aforeſaid throng among others Vice- 


Admicall vas der Hulf# was alſo shot dead, whoin all occaſions had 


catryed

earry2d & leported himſelfe a5 a brave Souldier & underftanding Of- 
ficer. Yetit pleaſed God the Lord in a short time doubly to repayr 
the foreſlaid loſs & dammage of theShips of the States of the Veited 
Neitherlands; for many of the Exglish Fleet were the ſame day ſunk & 

burned. Amongſt which there. is remayning the perieA knowledge 
& natice of theſe following Ships: Namely, , 

Firſt, Oae of the Eſquadron of the Reg, beceing according to 
ghellea Ship of about 60 Guns, ſunk about noon awopgt the forces 
molt Ships orin the van of the English Fleet. 

Secondly , One of the Blew Elquadron, carrying by gheſſe be- 
tween 50: & 60 Guns, ſunk about threeof the clock in the after- 
noon, after hee had palled by General de Ruyter, & in paſſing by him 
was ducly ſaluted. 

Thirdly , Oneof the White Eſguadron , carrying according to 
gheſſe near 50 Guns, A littic time after was ſunk bytheſyde of Vice- 
Admirall de Lief4e, who had ſo boared him through with his Canon 
that he went to the ground. 

Fourthly ," Oac. of the Eſquadron of the White Flag, carrying 
abqut 50:Guns by. computation » about halfe an hour after was lunk 
inthe Efquadron of General de Ruyter,a little behiad the Ship of (aps. 
ean Meewven, who gave himatulllower:tyrein paſſing by. And that- 
it may certainly bee _coneluded that both the forcſaid Ships of 'the 
hiteEſquadron,arc two diſtinQShipsitisto be nated that manyOf- 
ficers&ſeamen:ſaw the one as wel as the other ruined:.to wit,thelame 
perſons :that had:ſcen the one ſunk faw the other ſunk alſo ashort 
time afcer : whereof examination is carcfully-made to be ſure thatane 
&the ſame Ship should not bee: taken for two diftint Ships. 

Fifthly, The Ship the Black] agle,or Armes of Groening,becing theilak 
Autumn (after that the 'Neitherlands Fleet by an heavy ſtorm were 
difſipated from each other ,) met:by the Erg/ish & taken ; which 
forefaid Ship the Black Eag/e was ſunk, Capt. Marrevelt having with 
fore-conſideration prepared & fyred his whole broadſide upanit. 

Sixtly > Another Englisb Ship ſunk in the middeſt of the Eng/ich 
Fleet, aftcr head ſayled far ſametime with a Flag gfdiltceſlc one 
Outany mans comeing to his help.

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: Inthe aforeſaid two dayes as alſo in the fight of the ſourth day (oF 
with hereaſter$shall bee furtner ſpoken ) there were undoubtedly ſe= 
verall English Ships burned of which neverthelecflc no full cetteynty. 
of teſtimony can be given, in regard that ſome ſyre Ships were (ct oa 
fyre& yet-it cannot bee pericRly ſaid whether the Ships which they. 
wereavoard of were burned or that they clecred themſelves. ' Except 
onely two Englich Ships, which many bee certainly : ffirmcd durcing 
the fight ro þce burned, one uppon the ſecond the other uppon the 
{ourti day ofthe forclaid Battel, for as muchas the Nettherlands Offi- 

 cers and Seamen that ſcrycd uppon the Fireships , comein with good: 
ccrtificates' to obtaire their ſetled reward for that ſervice, 

When the Engli*h Priſoners fisht cut of the Sea, and ent to the re 
ſpective Colledges at Admiraltyes, shall bee perfeAly examined to uns 
deritand out of what Ships they are particulary ſayed, undoubtedly: 
yet more of the burned and ſunk Enelish Ships will bee diſcovered. 

' The Fight ofthe foreſaid 1 2.0f lune,was very fierce eſpecially in the: 
afternoon, ſo that many Ships on both ſides were very much damni» 
ftyed in their Maſts, ropmaſts, ſayies & riggiag: Amongſt others aboug: 
3 or 40f theclock in the afternoon was the main Topmaſt of Gen.. 
de Rujters Ship Shott downe falling withFlagg &pendant from above. 
'Hee there uppon being ſomething unfirted gave order preſently to, 
E. Admirall van Nes in meane while till that anotherTopmaſlt shonldi 
bee ſet againe tolett fly the pendent under his Flagg,, & for thattime:

| About the ſame time towards the evening there came out of the 
Southweſt twenty two Englzh Ships of warre, commanded, as was 
afterwards underſtood, by Prince Rupert, who as is now certified 
the day before yyasſent off into the Channel & there & in the Haven 
ol Toriſmouth & Tlimmeuth vvas to gather ſome more Ships to him 
& ſo together torun & meet the French Fleet under the Command of 
the Duke of Beaufort, & attacquethem. Likevviſe there came, out of 
the River of London asis judged, certainly from the Eng/uh (oaft , 
three other great Ships of vyarre, makeing together a nevv re-inforce 
of 25 good menof vyarre. The Nettherlands Fleet fecing thefore= 
ſaid nevy ſuccours to approach, the Zeeland & Vrieſland Elquadron:
